LEMON SUNSHINE CAKE 

Diane Clarke 


Cake 

8 egg yolks 

1/2 c. sugar 

2 T. cold water 

1/2 tsp. vanilla extract 

1/2 tsp. almond extract 

1 1/4 c. sifted cake flour 


8 egg whites 
1/2 tsp. cream of tarter 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1 c. sugar 

powdered sugar topping 


Grease a 10-inch tube pan and preheat oven to 325. Beat together egg yolks, sugar, cold water, vanilla extract, and almond 
extract. Add flour and beat until thick. In another bowl, beat egg whites, cream of tarter, and salt until foamy. Slowly add the sugar 
and beat until stiff, glossy peaks form. Gradually fold this into the yolk mixture, then pour batter into tube pan. Bake at 325 for 1 
hour or until it tests done. Invert to cool. Slice cake into 3 layers. Spread lemon filling (recipe below) between each layer. Dust the 
top with powdered sugar and serve. 


Lemon Filling 

1 sm. box instant lemon pudding mix 1 (8-oz.) ctn. whipped topping 

1 c. milk 

Prepare the pudding according to directions on the box, using 1 c. of milk Gently fold in the whipped topping. 


HOMEMADE BUBBLES!

1/4 c. Joy or Dawn detergent 1 1/2 T. light corn syrup 

3/4 c. water 2-3 drops food coloring of your choice

BAKED TOMATO PIE 


1 single pie crust 

4 to 6 tomatoes, sliced 1/4 inch thick, and well drained 
1 1/4 T. flour

1 1/2 c. mayonnaise 
1 1/2 c. shredded Cheddar cheese 
salt and pepper to taste 


Preheat oven to 400, and prepare a single pie crust or use a store-bought crust. Bake the pie crust at 400 for 15 minutes, then 
remove it from the oven, and turn down the oven to 350. Meanwhile, sprinkle tomato slices with salt, pepper, and flour, and place 
them in the pie crust. Mix together the mayonnaise and shredded cheese, and spread the mixture over the tomatoes, making sure 
to go all the way to the edge. Bake at 350 for 30 to 45 minutes, or until well browned.
